The Apollo 15 astronauts will have two busy days when they 
arrive in Michigan Friday. 

Astronauts Col. David R. Scott and Lt. Col. James B. Irwin, 
who explored the surface of the moon last month, and Major 
Alfred M. Worden, who piloted the command module “En¬ 
deavor,** will arrive at the Detroit City Ariport at 10 a.m. 
Friday to begin their two days of speeches, parades and 
personal appearances. 

JThe trio, which accomplished man*s fourth successful 
lunar landing expedition, will make a Saturday appearance 
hrNew Boston.

It was in the making of plans for the field day that Chi®J 
Maciolek and Mrs. Casey thought it would be an 
idea if they could get one of the astronauts to appear in behalf 
of the area youth. 

Making their appeal through the offices of congressman 
William D. Ford, who forwarded the request to NASA, the 
appearance of all three Apollo 15 astronauts was approv^. 

The chief’s idea of staging a police and firemen’s field day 
and parade, aimed at bringing about closer and better 
relations and communications with township youth, has 


mushroomed into what is expected to be the biggest parade 
and event in the history of the township of about 8,000 
residents. 

The township is expecting from 40,000 to 50,000 persons to 
greet the astronauts, all of whom have Michigan 
backgrounds. 

The parade will start at 10 a.m. at Huron River Dr. and 
Sterling Street and pass through New Boston to St. Stephen’s 
Catholic Church, located at 18858 Huron River Dr. Parade 
entries will dispersed at three different locations to avoid 
traffic tie-ups. 

The astronauts will speak from a review stand erected at 
the New Boston Elementary School, then attend a noon 
luncheon at St. Stephen’s Church tlall where admission will 
be by invitation only. 


The arrival of the astronauts in New Boston is scheduled 
for 11 a.m. They will be escorted into town by a Huron 
Township Police Department patrol car. They will leave at 4 
D.m. to attend the air show at Willow Run Airport. 

On Friday, the astronauts will speak to more than 1,000 
members of the Detroit Economic Club in Cobo Hall and then 
make an appearance at the Michigan State Fair to see an 
earth model of the electric powered rover car they drove on 
^ree moon exploration trips. 

They will be the featured ^ests of officials of the National 
Aviation and Space Exposition at Willow ROn Airport Sept. 
11. Scott and Irwin will board a jet at Willow Run Airport at 4 
p.m. Saturday for Houston.

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Liquor license 
debate goes on

Ramada Inn of Romulus was to be before the Romulus City 
Council again this week seeking approval for a lio'jor license 
for the new $4 million establishment, located at 8270 
Wickham R(d. near the Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

Officials of the Ramada Inns. Inc., will be asking the 
council’s approval of a transfer of a resort tavern license 
from a business located in Green Oak Township in Livingston 
County. 

Tbe transfer classification from Resort Tavern (10-month 
license) to Qass B-Hotel (12-month license) has been ap¬ 
proved by the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
(MLXX), it was reported. 

The transfer also must have the approval of city council. 

At the Aug. 24 session of the council, B.B. Moshier, coun¬ 
selor for Ramada Inn and its representatives, made a plea 
for approval of a Class C liquor license, one of six new Gass C 
licenses now available to Romulus. 

After a considerable amount of discussion the council

A recall campaign against 
Mayor Hyle J. C!armichael 
and Romulus’ seven-man* 
council initiated by John 
Sabich, 9452 Barry, is 
continuing.

He and some supporters of a 
local police department began 
the recall campaign following 
the July 28 decision of Wayne 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Charles S. Farmer against an 
injunction request to halt the 
law enforcement takeover by 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol Division.

Romulus teacher pact 
tentative OK reached 


The Romulus Education 
Association ratified a new 
teacher employment contract 
or the 1971-72 school year. 
Assistant School 
Superintendent William E. 
Jakad announced yesterday. 

The association, bargaining 
igent for the school district’s 
tSO teachers, ratified the new 
)ne-year contract at a 
neeting held in Romulus 
jarly Tuesday. 

The contract calls for salary 
increases subject to the 
presidential wage-price freeze 
of Aug. 15. In addition, the new 
agreement calls for 
improvement in insurance 
fringe benefit program as it 
applies to hospitalization, 
m^ical and dental services. 

Both the Romulus Board of 
Education and the Romulus 
Education Association 
negotiating teams reached a 
tentative agreement under 
mediation early Sunday 
morning. 

The negotiations on the new 
contract began in March. The 
former teacher contract 
expired Aug. 15. 

The new salary schedules 
under the new pact are as 
follows: 

Teachers with a Bachelor of 
Arts degree will receive a 
starting pay of $8,500 as 
against $8,000 last year. 
Holders of Masters of Arts 
degree will receive a starting 
pay of $9,500 against $9,000 
and Education Specialists will 
start at $10,bou, up from 
$10,000 last year. 


The new salary maximums 
after 10 years of service are 
holders of BA’s $13,550; MA’s 
$16,000 and education 
specialist, $16,700. These 
maximum rates compare with 
$12,900, $15,000' and $16,000 
under the old contract. 

The improvement in 
insurance fringe benefits is 
full family coverage with no 


tabled a motion to grant the license to Ramada. Council 
deferred its formal decision until Sept. 16.

An MLCC spokesman stated tha^^ /esort licenses are 
moveable. Transfers are made at the discretion of the 
commission.*’ 

In approving the transfer of the resort license, Romulus 
would have to waive the fees on renewing licenses as the fees 
have been already distributed to Green Oak Township.

The views of mem¬ 
bers of Romulus Gty C^ouncil 
follow: 

Councilman Edmund W. 
Bizek said, “lam not against 
Ramada Inn having a license. 
The only thing I object to and 
can’t understand is that a $4 
million business like this 
comes into Romulus, builds its 
facilities without first getting 
a commitment. Here we have 
small people seeking licenses. 
Some have been waiting 
nearly 20 years. I think that 
one of the available licenses 
should be given to a Negro for 
the north end of town. We have 
12 licenses in the city now and 
none of them are for a Negro. I 
think they should have one. 

“I am not against Ramada 
inn. I think we should make a 
morough study of the ap¬ 
plicants seeking one of the 
licenses. I am against 
allowing all of them for big 
business. The mayor has 
expressed a feeling that four 
licenses go to business. I want 
to give three now and hold 
three in abeyance as an in¬ 
ducement to get others in 
Romulus,’’ added Bizek. 

“In connection with the 
reported request by Ramada 
Inn for the transfer of a resort 
license, I am against it if so 
are we going to lose one of the 
six licenses.’* 

Councilman Fred Junior 
Block said, “I think that

PCHA board 

i*emains center 
of controversy

The Peoples Community Hospital Authority (PCHA), 
where political wrangling and internal turmoil have been a 
custom since the Authority’s messy 1965 scandal, is not 
destined to have a calmer time of it in the next few months. 

There are several indications that another major 
frontation between the enemies involved, both on the Board 
of Directors and off, will occur. 

Violent debate between the dissident faction on the bo^d 
and the present leadership marks every board meeting. TOe 
great majority of it develops between Ecorse representafive 
Tracey E. Salisbury and present Board Giairm^ Donald J. 
Pizzimenti, whose position has been strongly challenged by 
Salisbury in each of the last two annual elections. 

In addition, Michigan Attorney General Frank J. Kelley s 
office this year intensified an ongoing investigation mto 
PCHA financial procedures, an investigation which con¬ 
tinues from the original scandal in 1%5. 

Indications are that people in that office will continued 
intesification until they feel they have looked into everything 
which merits investigation. 

But the strongest augury of the hard times ahead for PCHA 
leaders is the resurfacing of Kenneth Gremore, central 
figure in the mid-60s scandal. 

Gremore was executive director at the time. He was fired 
for alleged mismanagement of funds. Since that time he has 
operated behind the scenes in an effort to topple the present 
power structure on the authority.

County leaders confront 
Washington officials 


Following a meeting in 
Washington, dissatisfied 
elected officials in Wayne 
(bounty this week continued 
their efforts to get more job 
funds under the federal 
emergency employment 
program. 

All 43 mayors and township 
supervisors in the County 
were invited to meet with the 
(bounty Board of Com¬ 
missioners at 2 p.m. Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 9, by Board 
Chairman Robert E. Fitz- 
Patrick. The meeting was to 
be held in the City-Ck)unty 
Building Auditorium. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Rep. 
William D. Ford, Taylor 
Democrat, asked that the 
House Education and Labor 
Committe, of which he is a 
member, look into the 
guidelines set by the Nixon 
administration for allocation 
of the emergency employment 
funds. 

Officials in Wayne Ckiunty 
are angry over the fact that 
the county government has 
received only $739,800 which is 
supposed to be shared to some 
extent with the 38 localities 
which did not receive direct 
grants. 

Only five Wayne County 
cities received direct grants— 
Detroit;*^tearb^, Dearborn ^ 
Heights^ Livonia and 
Westland. 


FitzPatrick contends the 
remainder of Wayne County 
should have received $4V^ 
million, based on the per 
capita amounts received by 
other cities and counties. 

FitzPatrick and Ford were 
among those who met in 
Washington Wednesdav. Sent. 
1 with Undersecretary of Labor 
Malcolm Lovell and other 
Department of Labor officials. 

“Lovell conceded that the 
figures used to distribute the 
funds may not be accurate,” 
FitzPatrick reported. “He 
said the Labor Department 
would be willing to discuss 
other figures if we can 
produce them. TTiat is what we 
intend to do.” 

Ford, who also attended the 
meeting, blasted the 
Department of Labor for 


restricting locations to 
localities with populations of 
at least 75,000. He said this 
excluded all but 15 of the 1,783 
cities and townships in 
Michigan from receiving 
direct grants. 

Ford said Congress did 
not intend there to be any 
population restrictions 
under the program. He said he 
was confident that Rep. Carl 
D. Perskins, Kentucky 
Democrat and chairman of 
the House Education and Labor 
(^mmittee, will honor his 
request for hearings. 

Congressman John D. 
Dingell, Democrat from 
Wayne County’s 15th District, 
also attended the Washington 
meeting, as did aides of the 
rest of the congressional 
delegation from the county.

are reviewed.

Another body found 
dumped in Romulus 


The body of a Negro maii 
found in the trunk of a car in 
the parking lot ^t Detroit - 
Metropolitan Airport 
remained unidentified today. 

An autopsy is planned to 
determine the cadse^of death. 

The decomposed body was 
found in rags and tied with 
rope, with an electrical cord 
around the man’s neck. 

It was discovered Monday 
after passersby noted strong 
odor coming from the parked 
car. 

Inspector Richard Page, of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, said deputies 
checking the airport’s east 
parking lot found the body in 
the trunk of a 1971 green 
Cadillac El Dorado. The car’s 
license plate was checked, but 
police are withholding the 
name of the owner. 

Page said the lot is used by 
travelers who expect to be out- 
of-town for several weeks. 
C!ars in the lot are checked 
every ten days by airport 
officials and tagged. 

According to Page, the last 
check was made Aug. 27. The 


car where the body was found 
was not tagged, indicating it 
was parked there sometime 
after that date.

The body, attired in a blue 
pullover and brown trousers 
and having a rag tied around 
the neck, was that of a black 
man in his 30’s, 5-feet-8 inches 
tall, with a medium build.

donors in the canteen,” she 
said. 

She stressed the fact that 
these volunteers perform all 
the non-medical duties at the 
bloodmobile site. Bloodmobile 
volunteers are assigned to 
mobile locations whether at 
Red Cross facilities, fraternal 
organizations or at industrial 
sites. She said volunteers are 
assigned primarily to 
bloodmobiles in their local 
communities. 

“Volunteers are needed on 
an individual basis or in a 
team, she continued. Although 
the team concept is relatively 
new, it has proven to be quite 
successful.” In the Blood 
Program, she said, the team is 
made up entirely of club or 
church group members who 
are willing to totally staff a 
particular bloodmobile 
operation. 

All work, again other than 
what is done by the medical 
staff, is done by team 
members.

Newspapers cherish 
people’s right to know 


The daily newspaper, especially one which 
covers suburban communities, is a prime 
target for criticism. 

Since it is the “voice of the people” and 
cherishes the people’s “right to know,” the 
smaller daily paper is more easily within the 
reach of personal criticism. 

The people of suburbia seem ;:o be more 
interested injwhat their neighbors are doing- 
than areTh^people living in the huge cities. 
The smaller daily newspaper attempts to 
keep these neighbors informed about city 
functions, school activities, organizational 
meetings, church news, local sports and club 
activities. 

The paper’s first concern is local news. 
Stories of county, state and national news that 
have some effect on local citizens comes next 
But ... news is not always good and 
unfortunately, much of today’s news leans to 
the bad side. 

Newspapers must publish the good with the 
bad in order to communicate fully with all the 
people. Police reports, ambulance calls and 
accidents of various kinds are all k part of 
reporting the news to the people. 

Newspapers attempt to report all the news. 
Some items will occasionally be missed, some 


may appear to be “overplayed” ... depending 
upon which side the reader is on. 

It seems that more people want to “read it 
all,” especially the good., when it affects 
them, and the bad w when it affects someone 
else. 

Publishers and editors are fairly normal 
human beings ... subject to human errors. As 
with all professions, they attempt to do the 
best job possible. Readers do not always 
agree with these publishers or editors. Nor do 
they always agree with doctors, lawyers; 
mechanics or police officers ... but each 
attempts to do his job as best he knows how. 

People tend to look upon their newspaper as 
a public utility. It is not. A newspaper is in 
business to make a profit. Most of the income 
is derived from the advertisers who utilize the 
pages to tell the readers about the products or 
services they sell. 

Some advertising may cause an adverse 
reaction to the reader ... some news may do 
the same. 

A newspaper should be accepted for its 
over-all p^ormance for the community, just 
as people should accept the police 
department, the city council, the electric 
company and the Chamber of Commerce.

Legislative action is centered on the two 
biggest items in the state budget, social services 
and school aid. 

A record school aid bill has been passed by the 
Senate and sent to the House where a stalemate 
has delayed passage of the social services bill. 

One of the central reasons for delay on the 
social services measure has been repeated at¬ 
tempts to cut back on payments to Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC). 

These attempts are being opposed by those 
who point out that ADC funds are necessary to 
hold families together and that the alternatives 
can be much more costly. 

For instance, if the mother walks away from 
her children because she cannot bear the burden, 
the children are put in foster homes at much 
greater cost to the public. If the child becomes 
delinquent and is sent to a training school, public 
costs are multiplied many times. However, ADC 
is only part of the social services budget. There is 
more spent for other items than there is for ADC. 

'Diis budget also covers the huge medicaid 
program, as well as aid to the ag^, blind and 
disabled. It pays the foster homes for neglected 
and abandoned children. It provides funds for 
the Office of Youth Services, the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Training Schools, juvenile court offices and for 
aftercare and rehabilitation of youths released 
from institutions. It also provides for the 
operation of the State Housing Authority. 

The school aid bill passed in the Senate totals 
$1,052,958,000, a record amount. Last fiscal year 


the figure was $940,212,000. Biggest increases in' 
the Senate-approv^ bill are in the school aid 
formula, which is primarily for operating local 
schools and paying teacher salaries. That item 
comes to $689,109,000. 

The measure also contains $199 million as the 
state share of teacher retirement programs, $55 
million for special education, $33 million for 
transportation and $25 million for compensatory 
education. 

It reamins difficult to tell at the present time 
what effect the President’s wage-price freeze 
will have on the state budget* It is hoped, of 
course, that the Administration’s economic 
program v^T stimulate employment in 
Michigan. 

The effect on state revenues could be good or 
bad, depending on whether the number of per¬ 
sons employed offsets losses of wage increases. 
Federal actions could have an effect on a 
number of state programs which use federal 
funds. 

It might be necessary, for instance, to void 
propos^ improvements in standards for Aid to 
Dependent (Children, as outlined in the social 
services budget, bill, if federal funds are not 
available to cover the federal share of those > 
improvements. 

In the area of state employment, the freeze 
will mean suspension of automatic step in¬ 
creases in pay. It is estimated that this will 
affect about hif of the state’s 48,000 employees. 
The suspension wiU remain in effect as long as 
the freeze continues. 


Meanwhile, the State Insurance Bureau has 
ordered insurance companies to refund any rate 
increases imposed on policy holders after Aug. 
14, the effective date of the price-wage freeze. 
The Bureau also announced it will accept no 
applications for rate increases until the freeze is 
lifted. 

The movement of non-budget bills has been 
slowed as the House concentrates on its ap¬ 
propriations measures, but there has bera 
action on several items. 

The House gave overwhelming approval to 
one of its bills which would permit veterans to 
apply for position with police and fire depart¬ 
ments to age 35 despite any lower local age 
restrictions. 

There also was approval for a bill which would 
allow the issuance of motorcycle learner’s 
permits for 16-year-olds. 

Two other bills affect district courts. One of 
them increases the jurisdiction of district courts 
in the area of small claims. The other increases 
the population figure in cities where district 
courts are required to sit. 

Another bill would change the procedure for 
administrative rules to become effective. 

Defeated in the House was a proposal which 
would permit courts to determine issues per¬ 
taining to a driver’s refusal to take chemical 
tests for drunk driving. 

The House also approved two Senate bills. One 
would allow an application fee for accountants’ 
examination while the other transfers a local 
armory to the federal govemmait.

Politicians walk 


together in defeat 


Republicans and Democrats 
marched arm in arm off the 
tallest building in town with 
the defeat of the ballot 
proposal for property tax 
relief. 

ihey took Gov. Milliken along 

At the end, Republicans 
rebuffed Milliken and he 
blasted Democrats. 
Democratic State Chairman 
James McNeely ended his 
fruitless search for votes by 
attacking Republicans. 

Democrats lost their 

gamble that Republicans 
would go-for a combined 
property tax relief proposal, 
which they and Milliken 
wanted, with a lifting of the 
ban on a graduated income 
tax, which the Democrats 
wanted. 

Milliken and the 

Republicans lost their 

property tax relief proposal. 
And the division between 
Milliken and his party in the 
legislature grew wider. 

More importantly, the 
people of Michigan lost at 
least a year in getting tax 
relief. 

The House passed the 

merged proposal, 76-31, but 
only 22 Republicans backed 
the compromise plan that 
Milliken supported only to get 
it passed. Without the 
agreement, there was no hope. 

And Rep. Roy L. Spencer 
(R-Attica), minority floor 
leader, was the only titled 
Republican leader to go with 
Milliken’s compromise. 

Rep. Clifford H. Smart (R- 
Walled Lake), House minority

leader, voted against it. What 
happened perhaps was best 
described by Rep. Stanley M. 
Powell (R-Ionia). 

“I’m too old to change 180 
degrees overnight.” 

Republicans have 
traditionally opposed the 
income tax and the switch 
was too much of a mind- 
blower. 

Milliken was angry when 
(he Senate Republican 
leadership issued the death 
certificate for the proposal, 
but he blamed “legislators” 
rather than be caught 
attacking his own party. 

McNeely had worked hard 
trying to get the Senate voters 
to ratify the House action and 
place the joint issues before 
the voters Nov. 7. 

At one point, McNeely said 
the Senate Democrats who 
declined to support it should 
get out of the party. 

Now the whole question of 
property tax relief has taken 
three new directions-at least 
two of which will lead to a 
major political battle. 

Milliken has pledged to lead 
a petition campaign to place 
property tax relief-only-on 
the November, 1972 ballot. 
Democrats are cranking up 
machinery to put their own 
idea before voters. 


And Reps. Roy Smith (R- 
Ypsilanti), Loren Anderson 
(R-Pontiac) and Thomas G. 
Sharpe (R-Howell) want to go 
to court to get a ruling for 
Michigan that the property 
tax is unconstitutional, using 
the recent California decision 
as precedent. 

The rhetoric is bitter. 

“I will work with the people 
to succeed where the 
legislature failed,” said 
Milliken. 

“By their Neanderthal 
tactics in the Senate, 
Republicjans are forcing us as 
Democrats to serious 
consideration of two 
alternatives: a court suit or 
petition drive,” said McNeely. 

McNeeley’s attack on 
Republicans brought an 
echoing blast from 
Republican State Chairman 
William F. McLaughlin: 

“It was a smokescreen to 
obscure the fact that Senate 
Democrats were unable to 
agree among themselves on 
an approach.” 

Rep. J. Robert Traxler (D- 
Bay City) said: 

“While the Republican 
party has talked of real 
property tax relief, it has 
failed to address itself to how. 
the necessary revenue would 
be raised to replace the lost 
property tax revenue.’ 

, The' fight is just starting 
among the political people to 
recoup their losses in Lansing 
and the real losers are still to 
be heard.

Mrs. Maxine Virtue, 
assistant attorney general 
involved in the ongoing 
investigation, says that her 
office has requested Gremore 
numerous times to come in 
with his evidence or present a 
signed statement of factual 
information on which they 
could base an investigation.

copy and not an original 
signed statement. 

“I have no way of knowing 
whether that copy was ac¬ 
tually from Mr. Gremore’s 
attorney,” the assistant at¬ 
torney general said. “An 
unidentified copy is not an 
affidavit. I requested that the 
individual whose return ad¬ 
dress was on the envelope 
Zaborowski’s) send the 
original or put us in touch with 
those involved.” 

Zaborowski’s packet was 
received June 7. Mrs. Virtue 
replied, in a letter dated June 
23, “As an attorney, you are of 
course aware that we can 
make no use of these 
unauthenticated copies. 

“If you are in touch with Mr. 
Gremore, please transmit to 
him our often-reputed in¬ 
formation that he bring in, or 
send by covering letter under 
his signature, any factual 
information he wishes to have 
us include in our review of the 
PCHA file.” 

Tliat apprently makes the 
attorney general’s position 
clear. However, Gremore 
insists that he has volunteered 
to go to Lansing and is still 
willing to do so. 

“Tliey can make this very 
easy,” the former official said 
yesterday. “I’m willing to go 
to the Attorney G^eral’s 
office downtown and swear to 
the same statemaits as I did 
before.” 

Gremore is unwilling, 
however, to provide the At¬ 
torney General with an 
original signed statement to 
replace the copy now in the 
state’s possession. 

Asked yesterday what 
became of the original copy, 
he said he did not know who 
had received.

The cost of attending high school football games at 
BelleviUe High School this season will be going up, folks. 

Don’t ask about that Presidential “freeze” prohibiting 
such economic heresy - the hike is a dire necessary which has 
to provide the adrenalin for the school’s athletic programs, 
according to Harry Hidenfelter, athletic director at the 
school. 

“Its been 25 years since the high school has increased the 
price of football tickets,” said Hidenfelt^. “Like everything 
else, cost of everything, including athletic gear , has gone up 
tremendously and we are forced to keep pace.

“I’m afraid so,” said Hidenfelter. “As we all know, football 
and basketball cany most of other sports, financially 
speaking. We would like to have all sports self-supporting, 
that is one of our goals, but no high school has yet realiz^ 
that goal.

There will be two nights for 
the duck hunters to see the 
slides and film, with James 
Foote, Pointe Mouillee game 
biologist, and Robert Huff, the 
District Game Supervisor, 
will be on hand to lecture on 
the slides at Janek’s River 


Road House, on West 
Jefferson, in Gibraltar. 

It is a two hour plus, 
presentation, which will 
assist waterfowlers ir. 

bagging their daily quota of 
ducks. The first night will be, 
Thur. Sept. 9, at 7:30 p.m. 
sharp. The second night will 
be Sept. 15th, at 7:30 p.m. 

The “point system” will be 
confusing if one misses these 
lectures at Janek’s.

A dozen additional bills sent 
to Governor William M. 
Milliken by Michigan 
legislators and signed into law 
are briefly detailed by.State 
Rep, Ed\vard E. Mahalak (D) 
of Romulus. 

One of them provides for 
five-year trailer license 
plates. While this new act will 


still require a yearly license 
fee, it will eliminate the 
annual issuance of plates. 

Another new law permits 
court orders to allow 
grandparents to visit 
grandchildren who live with a 
surviving parent. 

Also signed were bills 
which: 


—Extend until December 
31,1973, the exemption on the 7 
percent interest rate ceiling 
on conventional home 
mortgage loans. 

—Permit the State High 
Department to contract for

Fair market value bill 
introduced by Faust 


A bill that would protect 
home owTiers from unfair 
condemnation market values 
has been introduced in the 
senate by Senator William 
Faust, D-Westland. 

The Faust bill requires that 
in any condemnation 
proceeding the purchase price 
will be no less than twice the 
assessed valuation of 
the property. 

“This means,” said Faust, 
“that if a person owns 
property that is assessed at 
$10,000 he will receive a 
minimum of $20,000 for it 


during a condemnation 
proceeding ” 

“The homeowners 
measure,” he added, “is 
specifically designed to 
protect people to insure that 
they will receive a fair market 
value for their home.” 

Faust said the bill came 
about throu^ public meetings 
with Belleville residents and 
in conversations with Mayor 
Royce E. Smith over the 
proposed expansion of the 
Willow Run Airport. 

“If this expansion comes 
about,” Faust said, “hundreds 
of home owners in the 


Belleville area will be 
affected. Inactment of this bill 
into law will at least 
guarantee them and other 
Michigan residents a fair cash 
value for their property 
during a condemnation 
proceeding.” 

The senator pointed out tnai 
under the Michigan 
constitution, property 
assessments must be 50 
percent of the market value. 

In prior news conferences. 
Sen. Faust had publically 
declared his opposition to the 
airport expansion. 


County reorganization 
receives comment 


A bill introduced recently by 
Sen Carl D. Pursell (R- 
Plymouth) to reorganize and 
restructure county 
governments earned 
favorable comment from the 
majority of some 500 
delegates attending the 
annual convention of the 
Michigan Association of 
Counties Aug. 21-25 at Boyne 
Mountain. 

Pursell in outlining his 
proposal to commissioners, 


emphasized the provision 
which calls for appointment or 
election of a chief 
administrator responsible for 
overall operation of county 
government. 

“S.B. 1036 would permit 
county commissioners to 
determine the policy of 
government and to administer 
their duties and 
responsibilities through a 
diief administrator who in turn 
would direct the many boards,

commissions and authorities 
entrusted with day-to-day 
operations.” 

F^rsell’s bill, which follows 
closely the recommendations 
of the Citizens Research 
Council, is permissive 
legislation, as opposed to 
mandatory. It makes optional 
the hiring of a county 
manager by the board or the 
election of an executive officer 
by the people. 

Should the county board feel 
that neither course is to its 
liking, it can proceed with the 
same form of government 
under which it is currently 
operating, the Senator noted. 

If elected, the executive 
officer would have veto power 
over the actions of the 
commissioners. The veto 
could be overridden by a two , 
thirds vote ot all 
commissioners elected and 
serving, he explained. 

In either event, appointment 
or election, the chief 
administrator would be 
responsible for operation of 
county government except for 
those areas under the 
jurisdiction of other elected 
county officials, Pursell said. 

He observed that should the 
county board decide not to 
follow either course, his bill 
would provide for an election 
through successtui petition 
drives by interested citizens. 

Regardless of which option 
is exercised, he said, some 
boards, commissions and 
authorities would be retained. 

Also retained would be the 
elective offices ol county 
commissioner, prosecuting 
attorney, clerk and register of 
deeds, treasurer and sheriff. 

Pursell stressed that one of 
the chief streamlining 
features of his bill would be 
the combining of the offices of 
roister of deeds and county 
clerk. 

As now drafted, his bill 
specifies a partisan election if 
that route is followed. 
However, the Senator said he 
was contemplating a change 
to permit a choice of partisan 
or non-partisan elections for 
the office of chief 
administrator.

Act’s statute of limitations to 
permit the audit of an entire 
four-year statutory period.

—Permit the use of original 
rather than delinquent tax 
rolls, thus eliminating the 
need for transcribing 
information to delinquent tax 
rolls. 

—Amend the Use Tax Act’s 
statute of limitations to permit 
the audit of an entire four-year 
statutory period. 

The Legislature has put into 
motion advanced planning for 
America’s celebration of its 
200th birthday in 1976. 
Although this is five years off, 
it is felt that plans for 
Michigan’s role in the 
Bicentenary should start now. 

A resolution offered in the 
House and approved by the 
Senate establishes a 
committee of seven 
representatives and seven 
senators as a special 
Committee on America’s 
Bicentenary. This 
committee "will begin 
preparation, planning, 
exploring and assembling 
significant data for the 
celebration of the nation’s 
200th birthday and for 
Michigan’s contribution to the 
bicentennial year.

A delegation of County and 
suburban officials will go to 
Washington to demand a 
bigger share of the emergency 
employment funds than the 
$739,800 allocated to Wayne 
County. 

Some 30 officials of cities 
and townships met with 
County Board Chairman 
Robert E. FitzPatrick, 
Friday, Aug. 27, and voiced 
their anger over the small 
allocation. 

They represented most of 
the 38 Wayne County cities 
and townships which did not 
receive direct grants in the 
allocation of emergency 
employment funds announced 
this month. Detroit and four 
other cities -- Dearborn, 
Dearborn Heights, Livonia 
and Westland - received 
funds. 

FitzPatrick told tlie meeting 
that the county allocation^ 
would create a maximum of 
only 60 jobs. 

Declaring “What have we 
got to lose?” Taylor Mayor 
Richard J. Trolley threatened 
to file a court suit in an effort 
to force an increase in the 
allocation. A number of other 
suburban officials expressed 
support and said they would 
join in the suit. 

It was generally 
acknowledged that a suit 
probably would tie up 
distribution of emergency 
employment funds throghout 
Michigan at least 
temporarily. 

At the urging of FitzPatrick, 
Trolley and the others agreed 
to await the outcome of the 
Washington meeting, 
scheduled for Wednesday, 
Sept. 1., before resorting to 
court action. 

FitzPatrick invited the 
suburban officials to select a 
delegation of three to join with 
him and congressmen from 
the out-county area in the 
meeting with Department of 
Labor officials. Those chosen 
were Mayor Trolley, Redford 
Township Supervisor Bill J. 
Robbins and Sumpter 
Township Supervisor Elmer 
Parraghi. 

Trolley and several others 
also argued that the county 
should pass on its entire 
allocation of $739,800 to the 
cities and townships to use in 
adding unemployed persons to 
their payrolls. 

FitzPatrick urged that the 
communities and the county 
concentrate instead on a 
united effort to get more 
funds, rather than arguing 
over so small an amount. 

At federal insistence, he told 
the meeting, the county 
applied for 40 percent of the 
allocation-enough to fill 24 
jobs at the county jail, the 
Youth Home and in the county 
parks. 

He said he would call a 
special meeting of the County 
Board of Commissioners and 
recommend that the board 
pass on the remaining $443,980 
for use by the cities and 
townships. He said he would 
also ask the board whether it 
wants to join the suburbs in a 
court class action against the 
Department of Labor if the 
meeting in Washington is 
fruitless. 

The special meeting of the 
Board of Commissioners was 
scheduled for 2 p.m., Monday 
(Aug. 30) in the City-County 
Building auditorium. 

FitzPatrick pointed out that 
the Secretary of Labor 
still has $150 million in 


“discretionary” funds which 
are supposed to be allocated to 
“high impact” areas of 
unemployment. He said the 
purpose of the trip to 
Washington will be to demand 
that the inadequate allocation 
for Wayne CJounty be made up 
for when the discretionary 
funds are distributed. 

“Based on the amounts 
received by other cities and 
counties in Michigan,” 
FitzPatrick declared, “Wayne 
County should have gotten 
about $5 million. Then we 
would not have had any 
problem. The county could 
have used half to meet its 
desperate needs and passed on 
half to the cities and 
townships.” 

FitzPatrick said that Wayne 
County received only $1.03 per 
capita, excluding the five 
cities that received direct 
grants. This compared with 
$7.96 per capita for Grand 
Rapids, “House Republican 
Leader Cjerald Ford’s home 
district,” FitzPatrick pointed 
out. He noted that Macomb 
county received $6.46 per 
capita and Oakland County, 
$3.37 per capita.

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Romulus undertaking 
wide drug program

Area governmental officials and school administrators 
have been invited to attend an informative session on area 
druguse and abuse by Romulus Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael. 

The session, calling for an exchange of enforcement and 
possible treatment ideas and for an united action against 
drug problems, will be held Wednesday, Sept. 15. 

The meeting will be held at Romulus’s Municipal Building, 
mil S. Wayne Rd. 

Officials both government and school administration from 
Belleville, Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren Townships as well 
as Taylor have been requested to attend ^e meeting. Other 
communities are expected to attend also, it was stated.^ 

Mayor Carmichael in scheduling the meeting said. Drug 
use and abuse among today’s youth is becoming a major 
problem in many of our commumties. We m^t do all we c^ 
in an united program of enforcement and in an area-wide 
educational program to solve the drug problems. 

“We hope that at this meeting, in which we will present in 
an informative manner the initial steps that we have taken 
here in Romulus, a united plan of action may be for¬ 
mulated.” 

In early March, Mayor Carmichael appointed members of 
the Romulus Drug Use and Abuse Committee. 

The committee met in March and the Romulus Drug Use 
and Abuse Council, Inc., was organized and the following 
officers were were elected: Earl J. Lamb, assistant prin¬ 
cipal at Romulus Senior High School, chairman; Dr. Elmer 
Goeke of Romulus, vice president; Ronald Makino, 
treasurer; and Henrietta Ellis, secretary. 

The officers then formed three committees. They are: 
committee to investigate the drug problem in Romulus, a 
committe to observe some existing drug problems and 
treatment centers, and a committee on Finance. 

Committee members have attended drug seminars at Ann 
Arbor, Madonna College and Albion College. 


They have visited Rehab Hope in Ecorse, the Downriver 
Alliance Center and met with a group of doctors, 
neurologists, psychiatrists, psycologists, pharmacists and 
social workers in laying the groundwork for a Romulus 
program against drug use and abuse. 

Meetings were held with Romulus city council and the 
Romulus Board of Education. The committees have 
scheduled two eight week classes on drugs for adults through 
Romulus PTA’s. 

The Romulus Program has basically a two-fold purpose: 
First, to give assistance and treatment to those individuals 
who have become physically and or psychologically 
dependent on drugs, and also to present an educational 
program to the students and adults of Romulus. 

Some of the objectives of the Romulus Program are: 

To acquaint the people of Romulus with the effects of drugs 
when used continously and or habitually. 

To use the school of Romulus and their personnel to teach 
the students K-12 the use and abuse of drugs. 

To use trained personnel to conduct classes through the 
PTA organizations for adults and non-students. 

To make further information on drug use and abuse 
available to the general public in the school and city 
libraries. 

To make treatment for needy persons available (incognito) 
at all times. 

To have a “hot line” manned 24 hours a day. To have an 
employment of job placement center for boys and girls 15-17 
years of age, adult addicts and returning service men. 

And to maintain all patient information in complete con¬ 
fidence. 

The Romulus Program has been presented to the Wayne 
Cbunty Mental Health Board. 

Operation of all phases of the Romulus Program await a 
determination by state legislators on the appropriation of 
funds.

Sabo strong in support 
of relocation legislation 



County Commissioner John 
N. Sabo, Jr. is urging Wayne 
County residents to support 
proposed legislation which 
would improve assistance for 
residents forced to move by 
public-project^ . 

“'This legislation could be 
vitally important to hundreds 
of families in western Wayne 
County now and in the future,” 
declared Sabo, Democrat 
from Taylor who represents 
District 24 on the County 
Board of Commissioners. 

District 24 encompasses 
parts of Taylor, Dearborn 
Heights and Westland, plus all 
of Wayne, Romulus and 


Belleville, and Van Buren and 
Sumpter Townships. 

Sabo^ said the measure, 
Senate iBill 422, has been 
bottled^ up in the Senate 
Comm*^ee on State Affairs 
s i T iC; A, 

He is one of 17 Wayne 
County commissioners who 
signed a petition urging that 
the bill be reported out by the 
committee so “the issue can 
be openly debated and 
resolved with haste.” 

“Because of its importance, 
I urge citizens to contact their 
State senators and 
representatives and let them 
know that the people want this 
legislation,” Sabo stated. 


“This bill would be a great 
help to any families whose 
property is condemned to 
make way for public 
projects,” Sabo explained, 
adding: 

“If passed this year, it 
would help property ow'ners 
whose land is taken for 
construction of the 1-275 
freeway and other projects, 
such as possible expansion of 
Willow Run Airport, urban 
renewal and new schools.” 

Construction of the 1-275 
freeway in Wayne County is 
scheduled to start next year. 
The north-south freeway will 
pass through Huron Township, 


Romulus, Van Buren, Canton 
and Plymouth townships, and 
Livonia. 

Sabo said the bill would 
require all condemning 
, authoritips to providp., 
“adequate” relocation 
assistance, to pay all 
“reasonable” relocation 
costs, including the cost of 
locating replacement housing, 
and to offer without 
negotiation the “full fair 
market value” for residential 
dwellings. The amount paid 
would also have to be at least 
equal to the cost of 
comparable replacement

Young Michigan men 
interested in State Police 
careers are advised that 
recruiting of trooper 
candidates has reopened in 
- accordance with a new Civil 
Service announcement, Co. 
John R. Plants, department 
director, reported. 

Eligible to apply are men 21 
to 30 years of age, inclusive, 
who are U.S. citizens and who 
have been residents of 
Michigan at least a year prior 
to application. They must 
have a high school education 
or the equivalent. 

Plants emphasized that the 
State Police Department is 
an equal opportunity 
employer and urged young 
men of all races to apply. A 
State Police officer career is a 
challenging and rewarding 
one, he said. 

This enlistment opportunity 
should be of special interest to 
veterans of armed services 
who may qualify for up to $133 
monthly in government 
assistance over a period of 13 
months. 

Candidates must be at least 
5 feet 9 inches tall and weigh 
at least 150 pounds but no 
more than 240 with weight in 
proportion to height and age. 

They must be in good physical 


condition and meet certain 
vision and hearing standards.

Phone before digging, utilities ask 


The utility companies 
serving the metropolitan area 
want people to “ring up before 
they ig.“ They have already 
had success with their 
program in Oakland and 
Macomb counties. 

So, today they added Wayne 
County to their cooperative 
effort aimed at reducing the 
number of service disruptions 
caused by unintentional dig- 
ups of utility lines and cables. 

The utilities have 
established a single telephone 
number — 647-7344 — for 
contractors, excavators, or 
even home owners, to call 
before they dig. To make it 
easier to remember, those 
digits spell out “MISS DIG” 
on the telephone dial. The 
utilities and cooperating city 


and county units want people 
to ring up “MISS DIG” before 
they begin digging — whether 
it’s for a mujor office building 
ora backyard swimming pool. 

Because of the hazards to 
life and health, inconvenience 
to customers and the costs of 
repairing the damages, the 
utilities and cities have 
become increasingly 
concerned over the higher 
numbers of cables and pipes 
being cut in construction 
projects. They hope that 
“MISS DIG” will hdp solve 
the growing problem. 

Utility service interruptions 
have climbed upward as 
contractors and other diggers 
cut underground gas, electric, 
telephone, water and sewer 
lines. The rise in dig-ups is 


caused main)'' by two factors. 

First, business and 
residential construction 
projects continue to increase 
throughout the Detroit 
metropolitan area. Second, for 
both environmental and 
service reasons, utilities in 
recent years have been 
placing more and more of 
their facilities underground. 

To help avoid the service 
disruptions, three cities and 
three utilities set up the new 
single telephone number 
service last November. The 
cities of Royal Oak, Southfield 
and Troy joined Consumers 
Power, Detroit Edison and 
Michigan Bell Telephone 
companies in a combined 
effort to cut down on the dig- 
ups. They invited all would-be 


diggers in South Oakland 
County to “call MISS DIG 
first.”

Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company, the cities of 
Sterling Heights and Warren, 
and the Oakland County Road 
Commission joined the group 
when the service was 
expanded to include Macomb 
County. 

The results have been “very 
good” according to Michael G. 
Digon, division construction 
coordination supervisor for 
Consumers Power and 
executive secretary for the 
MISS DIG project.

A trained representative 
takes the details from the 
caller. 

The information is then 
teletyped simultaneously to 
each of the utilities and 
governmental units 
participating in the MISS DIG 
joint effort. 

Should any of the utility, city 
or county units have any 
underground service facilities 
in the planned digging area, it 
then locates and stakes the 
underground pipe or cable so 
that the digger will know its 
location and will exercise 
extreme caution in digging if 
he is unable to avoid the area 
completely.

Contractors and other 
diggers have been 
enthusiastic about the new 
system, Digon noted, because 
they now only have to call one 
number instead of calling 
each utility, county or city. 
Besides the inconvenience to 
utility customers caused by a 
cable or pipe cut, the diggers 
have to reimburse the utility 
or city for repairs to the 
underground facilities. 

Digon stated that residential 
and commercial utility 
services are too important to 
permit interruptions that can 
be avoided. “Our experience 


to date with MISS DIG shows 
us that we can really cut down 
on these needless service 
problems,” he said. 

Similar communication 
systems have been 
established by utilities, cities 
and county units in Flint, 
Grand Rapids, Jackson and 
Lansing. 

Because of the success of 
the MISS DIG project, utilities 
and government units in other 
states have been taking a look. 
They have conferred with 
Digon and other participants 
to see if the same system can 
be used in their localities.

Baste 
with marinade while broiling. Makes 6 servings (4 wings per 
serving.)

“This program would give 
owners greater assurance that 
they are being treated fairly 
when their property must be 
taken for a public project,” he 
summed up. “That is why it 
would be well worth the time it 
takes to write your state 
genator and state 
representative, letting them 
know that you support Senate 
Bill 422.” 

In addition to Sabo, western 
Wayne County commissioners 
who signed the petition urging 
that the measure be released 
by the Senate committee 
include: Joseph (Cardinal of 
Dearborn, District 21; James 
DeSana, Wyandotte, Dist. 23-

Each spring, hundreds of 
hopeful coeds turn out for 
practice and eventually 
audition for one of the most

Nervously, the most 
promising of the exuberant 
females survive the 
elimination rounds, much 
like participation in a 
beauty pageant. 

Anxious and determined, 
they practice stunts — 
sometimes as much as 
several months before the 
actual tryouts.

Franklin is a 
title threat 


Livonia Franklin has to 
definitely be considered as 
a threat to take the 
Northwest Suburban 
conference football title as 
the Patriots, under the 
watchful eye of head coach, 
George Lovich, have put 
together a blend of size and 
speed that will provide 
powerful opposition to all 
comers during the 1971 grid 
campaign. 

Lovich will use his size 
and speed effectively. 
Several of his backs have 
been clocked sub five 
second 40 yard dashes, with 
the majority of the team 
running the 40 yards in less 
than 5.5 seconds, with a 
multiple offense that will 
run from over 15 different 
sets. 

“Our offense is 
complicated,’’ Lovich 
admits,, “but our kids get 
used to it and the sets 
become second nature, we 
have found that opponents 
have a hard time figuring 
out just where the ball is 
going with so many 
different set positions to- 
consider.’’ 

The defense is strong, yet 
fast and agile. Though 
smaller than last year, the 
front wall still averages 
around 190 and that is 
comparable in size to most 
high school opponents that 


the Pats will be facing in 
1971. 

With only a few minor 
injuries incurred during 
practice sessions, Lovich is 
optimistic about the 
coming year. “We are in a 
tough league,’’ Lovich said, 
“but I have to think that we 
will be a contender. We 
have some key lettermen 
returning, with a fine group 
of experienced players 
from last year’s JV squad 
and we have the talent to go 
a long way if everything 
goes right for us.” 

I4andling the 
quarterbacking duties once 
again will be senior 
standout John Casey. 
Casey was the number one 
quarterback last year and 
autands 5’10’’ and weighs 
156 pounds. Though Casey 
still has his hands on the 
job, junior Joe Jinnett has 
been looking very good in 
practice and has been 
pushing Casey for the 
number one spot Jinnett

Tailback Dennis Schick 
and halfback John Piippo 
are both back again this 
year and will add speed, 
power and experience to 
the Patriot backfield.

Mike 
is a senior who stands 6’3’’ 
and weighs in at 196 while 
brother also a senior Rick 
stands 6’3*’ and weighs in 
at 207, Mike will hanfie the 
duties as a center and Rick 
will see plenty of action 
from the tackle position. 

The Patriots also show 
depth in the receiving 
corps. Junior Guy Burke 
figures heavily in Lovich’s 
plan of attack as a split 
end. Burke stands 6 ’ 0 ’’ and 
weighs in at 163. He is fast 
and has an excellent pair of 
hands and Lovich adds that 
he is a smart player, 
capable of thinking his way 
through difficult situations. 

Bob Lee and John Wolski 
round out the Patriots’ list 
of top receivers. Both are 
seniors and Lee spreads 168 
pounds over his 6 ’ 0 ’’ frame.

Mark NewTnan and Lee 
will anchor a defensive 
backfield that is Franklin’s 
most inexperienced area. 
Both are seniors and 
Newman checks in with 
statistics that read 6 ’IV^’’ 
with a 184 pound weight. 
Chuck Quinn, who saw 
action on the reserve team 
as a junior, figures heavily 
into Franklin’s plans and 
should break into the 
starting lineup. 

Bob Benedict and Randy 
Taylor will be the keys up 
front. Taylor, a defensive 
end, stands 6 ’ 1 V 4 ’’ and 
weights 182 and is a senior.

Lovich’s 1971 grid edition 
has talent and experience 
in all areas.

The 
archdiocese decided to 
close the doors because of 
fiscal r3forms necessitated 
by the lack of money. 

The edict by the 


archdiocese meant, among 
other things, that the ‘Dean 
of Area Coaches’ - Manny 
Lentine - is without a team. 
And Lentine was groping 
for words to describe his 
feelings. 

“How can I explain it. 
After putting teams on the 
field for 20 some years, 
suddenly, you become a 
man on the outside looking 


in. It’s really unbelievable. 

“I love coaching. And I 
think all the coaches I have 
ever met loved what they 
were doing. If they didn’t 
they just wouldn’t do it,’’ 
Lentine said. 

Lentine said that 
coaching football above all 
other sports demands a lot 
of sacrifice, hard work, and 
attention. 


“Football is on a plateau 
by itself,*’ said Lentine. “It 
has the elements of 
intrigue, plot, physical 
contact and mental 
ingenuity.

Lentine has had several

Asked to name his

Wa>me State pulled a 
surprise last year by 
pushing a 4-4 mark of 1%9 
to a 6-2 record one of the 
best in Michigan. The 
Tartars twice had three- 
game win streaks and 
sprang a couple of upsets 

Coach Vem Gale heads 
into his seventh WSU 
season (25-24-1) with 16 
lettermen on hand, but the 
schedule has toughened up. 
It does include five clubs 
from last year, four of 
whom the Tartars topped. 
But, tough trio of new foes 
is also on tap and Wayne 
State will sneak up on 
nobody.

Prep football has taken 
another turn toward the 
better, as the Michigan 
High School Athletic 
Association has instituted a 
number of rule changes 
designed to make the game 
more exciting, as well as 
safer for the players 
involved. 

Spearing, or butting, the 
act of using a helmet as a 
battering ram against a 
ball carrier is now taboo. 
With the inception of the 
face mask in the 1950’s, 
players soon found out that 
they could use their helmet 
as an effective weapon 
without danger of losing a 
full set of teeth. 
Consequently, the act of 
spearing became common 
and injuries resulting from 
such tackles became more 
and more frequent. 

The MHSAA has handed 
down the ruling in an effort 
to prevent more serious 
injury. A major penalty 
will now be stepped of! 
against any high school 
team caught spearing, 
especially on secondary 
tackles. 

Another change designed 
to eliminate “cheap shots’’ 
says that a third penalty on 
any given play will be 
stepped off. Before this 
year, offsetting penalties 
would automaticallyiiullify 
a play, and some players 
would take advantage of 
this by deliberately foul on 
the play. Offsetting 
penalties, should a third 
penalty not be called, will 
still nullify a play but the 
third penalty nile will help 
eliminate intentional fouls 
because of a play that 
would be nuUifieil. 

Qeats will be limited to 
one half inch in length. 
Knee and leg injuries have 
been a re^ar facet of 
football in recent years and 
many have been blamed on 
shoes getting caught in the 
turf when the cleats won’t 
release. The shorter cleat 
has been designed to 
release easier, thus hoping 
to prevent injury to the 
players. 

The foot may be coming 
back into high school 
football. A rule instituted 
three years ago has now

been put into effect, and all 
goal posts must measure 23 
feet, four inches in width. 
The three year lull gave all 
schools a chance to get the 
new posts before the rule 
would be enforced. The 
wider post will make it 
easier to kick field goals 
and extra points. The field 
goal is almost a forgotten 
animal in high school 
football as most teams 
prefer touchdowns, but the 
wider goalposts should 
make a more inviting 
target, thus increasing the 
number of tries. 

Receivers have been 
given a break as well, up 
until this year the rules 
stated that a receiver must 
have control of the football 
and bring both feet down in 
bounds in order for the pass 
to be completed. MHSAA 
has issued a statement 
saying that the referee 
may use his judgement if 


an offensive receiver is 
knocked out of bounds. If 
referee feels that he 
would have brought both 
feet in bounds had he not 
been hit, the referee may 
call the pass complete. 

Referees will also have 
more power to determine 
the length of play. An 
official now has the right to 
suspend the game before 
four full quarters have 
been played should 
weather conditions be too 
severe, or another 
abnormal situation occurs. 

Should the game be 
interrupted befpre the full 
amount of time has 
elapsed, the score at the 
time the game is suspended 
will be considered the final 
score. 

Officials will be able to

“This could be my best 
team of all time,” is the 
way Coach Dan Boisture, 
head mentor of the Eastern 
Michigan Hurons, speaks 
about his young squad of 61 
football players as the 
opening game approaches. 

Boisture is not talking 
through his hat when he 
expresses his optimism as 
the Hurons appear to be 
more solid at more 
positions than has been the 
case in many a year. 

Back are the super-star 
athletes of the past two 
seasons, Larry Ratcliff (6- 
1,198) at tailback and Dave 
Pureifory (6-1, 235), an All-

Nunn has the unenviable 
job of filling the shoes of 
graduated fullback Mike 
Yankee, a three year

regular for the Hurons. TTie 
junior from Trafford, 
Pennsylvania has been 
showing good [wise and 
power and looks like he will 
be able to handle the short 
yardage duty without 
trouble. 

The pass catching duo of 
Tim Cogswell (6-0,172) and 
Tim Durbin (6-0, 178) man 
the wide receiver and slot 
positions respectively and 
look like a reliable pair. 
Last year Cogswell split 
playing time with Cihip 
Gooden and has made 
steady progress. “He is 
probably the best 
downfield blocker on the 
squad,” Boisture said. On 
Durbin the coach said that 
he is happy to have him as 
he can get loose to catch 
the long TD jDass. 

Up front, the Hurons 
have stren^, expmence 
and depth, a combination 
hard to beat. Veteran 
tackles Bennett Edwards 
(6-1,237) and Bill Dulac (6-

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Lions must work for top of hill 


DETROIT — This is the 
fifth year of the five year 
building plan under Coach 
Joe Schmidt and that would 
seem to mean the year the 
Detroit Lions cash in their 
talents for a National 
Football League title. 

But the optimism that the 
Super Bowl is certain to be 
the last game on their 
schedule has been jolted by 
three exhibition season 
losses. Those losses, 
however, might be the best 
thing that could have 
happened. 

Runaway confidence has 
mellowed into tempered 
hopefulness. It appears as 
if Detroit has an excellent 
chance to nip Minnesota for 
the Central Division crown 
on the National 
Conference and quite 
possibly go all the way 
thereafter. 

“TTie Lions have climbed 
long way up the hill the last 
tw'o seasons to come close 
to the top.” Schmidt says. 
“But the last stride 
sometimes can be 
toughest.” 

Just three seasons ago 
Detroit wallowed in the 
standing with a 4-8-2 
record. In 1969 it climbed to 


9-4-1 before the 10-4 mark 
last year which was good 
for second in its division 
and a berth in the playoffs 
as the best runnerup team. 

Dallas blanked the Lions 
5-0 in the playoff in a game 
that caught Detroit at 
probably its flatest of the 
year. 

“You have to be able to 
execute when the chips are 
down and we weren’t able 
to do it,” Schmidt moans 
when asked about that loss. 

Schmidt, former all-pro 
linebacker with Detroit, 
and the Lions front office 
concentrated on drafting to 
improve the defense- 
particularly the pass rush. 
TTie once heralded Detroit 
front four, spearheaded by 
Alex Karras only got to the 
opponent passer 23 times in 
14 games. 

Tackle Bob Bell, the No. 
1 draft choice from 
Cincinnati, could develop 
quickly in elevating the 
problem and even win a 
starting berth ahead of Dan 
Goich. 

Karras, in his 13th 
season, has apparently 
fully recovered from knee 
troubles which hampered

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‘71 Romulus has turned Independent fear rivals 

Romulus a title contender 
,.,if Eagles had a league 


George Pratt has been 
building Romulus* football 
machine for the past four 
years. 

And in his fifth year as 
head coach Pratt feels he 
has a title contender. But, 
one thing went wrong with 
the master plan - the Eagles 


are left without a league. 

Romulus, along with 
Ecorse, Rouge, and Willow 
Run competed in the Twin 
Valley. In June that 
conference dissolved. The 
Eagles will play an 
independent schedule for 
1971. 


“I feel we would have 
had a good shot at the title 
if there were a league this 
year,** said Pratt. “The one 
team that may have caused 
us problems was Rouge, 
and we will play them our 
sixth game.’* 

Pratt’s sentiments are 
backed up with a good crop 
of holdovers who won four 
of their nine games last 
year. It was their best 
record since 1%2. 

“We can come out of this 
with a respectable season if 
the boys keep working as 
they have been,*’ Pratt 
said. 

The Eagles get a 
chance to tiex their 
muscles on Friday, Sept. 18 
at Inkster, a team which 
always caused Romulus 
problems on the gridiron. 

Romulus* offensive 
lineup will include Daryl 
Gooden at tackle (6-foot-2, 
195-pounds), Dave 
McBrayer at guard (5-foot- 


9, 200-pounds) at tight end 
Ken McMann (6-foot-5,196- 
pounds), John Arrington at 
tailback and fullback 
Avery Pantallion. 

The search for a 
consistent quarterback 
apparently has ended with 
junior Virgil Smith who, 
the coach says, “is a good 
runner with an effective 
passing arm.** 

But the search for 
starters continue both 
offensively and defensively 
as the graduation-riddled 
Eagles were left with only 
seven regulars. Of those 
seven, Tim Miank (&-foot- 
11, 17 5-pounds) and Herb 
Bordt (6-root-0,160 pounds) 
form the wall at defensive 
end. 

Pratt hopes to use 
Gooden at one of the 
linebacker slots and the 
search continues for the 
second backup man. A 
couple of determined 
lettermen Earl 
Champange (5-foot-lO, 165- 
pounds) and Paul 
Robackiewcz (5-foot-ll, 
170-pound) have the 
quickness (but not the 
weight) for the tackle 
positions. 

“We’re rebuilding the 
middle of our defensive 
wall,** pointed out Pratt, 
“and quickness wiU paid 
off if we can come up with a 
couple of solid 
linebackers.” 

In the defensive 
secondary, Herb Miller, 
Smith’s backup man for the 
signal-calling, McMann, 
Gary King (5-foot-10-160- 
pounds^) and veteran center 
John Maitland (5-foot-9, 
175-pounds) show 
indications that they will 
get their jobs done. 

However, injuries have 
already sidelined two 
promising candidates. 
Bruce Stracken, a junior 
split end, is out with a 
broken wrist, and 
sophomore George 
Sedlacek, who was trying 
for one of the starting 
guard berths, suffered a 
broken leg. 

If Romulus can steer 
away from further injuries, 
the Eagles may generate 
enough power to orbit them 
to a winning season. But 
that’s a big ‘if.*

Title drought plagues Tigers 


It has been a long time - 
too long - since Belleville 
has made any desi^s upon 
football championships. 
And though second-year 
Coach Keith Emerson says 
he’s not looking for a 
miracle to end the Tiger 
title drought, he is looking 
for his team to rebound 
from a dismal 2-7 over-all 
record of a year ago. 

“We’re going to have to 
take first things first,” said 
Emerson whose coaching 
tenure expanses over a 
decade and half, including 
a stint at Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud. “Last year we 
got acquainted with one 
another, this year these 
boys know what we are 
looking for.” 

Emerson pointed out that 
“our boys can play good 
football and right now 
that’s our goal. If we do 
play fundamentally sound 


football, we will win our 
share of games.” 

Belleville floundered in 
last year’s Suburban Six 
Conference campaign, 
winning one of its five 
games. The Tigers 
defeated Livonia Bentley, 
14-6 to escape being the 
doormat in the league. 

However this year the 
conference has expanded 
to admit two more high 
schools. The “6” has 
become the Suburban “8” 
with Dearborn and Edsel 
Ford (also a Dearborn high 
school) as the newcomers. 
Both high schools have 
fielded respectable football 
teams in the past. 

Edsel claimed one-third 
share of the final Sauk 
Trail (Conference title. Tlie 
other two shares went to 
Wayne Merriorial and 
Ypsilanti. Dearborn was 


the cellar dweller in the 
now defunct Sauk Trail 
League. 

Three two-year 
lettermen will play a major 
role in BellevUle’s bid for 
grid respectability. Keith 
Simons, a recen'tly- 
crowned AAU Age-Group 
heavyweight wrestling 
champ, is back at tackle. 
He is 6-foot-3 and weighs in 
at 240 pounds. 

Simons made about 
every honorary football 
team in the area last year 
and there is no reason why 
he shouldn’t repeat this 
season. 

Tony Ogletree, a 6-foot-l, 
185-pounds senior halfback 
and Gary Krajewski, a 5- 
foot-10, 170-pound senior 
guard are the other two 
proven holdovers. 

Tlie five other lettermen 
include guards John 
Alford, 5-foot-ll, 200- 
pounds, John Myers, 5-foot- 
10, 175-pounds; back Mike 
Dansard, a 155-pound, 5- 
foot-9 junior and end Terry 
Pate, 6-foot-2, 180-pound 
junior. 

Belleville, which has 
always had some 
outstanding quarterbacks 
to lead them, will have 
senior Mike Garland 
returning to handle the job 
again this year.

Good size, but a lack of 
break-away speed is what 
confronts Bob Lusk and his 
John Glenn Rockets in the 
1971 grid campaign .

John Lee, a returning 
letterman who sports 6’0” 
170 credentials, will bear 
the brunt of the pass 
catching responsibilities, 
as the Rockets’ receiving 
corps was heavily hit by 
graduation losses this year.
